Tito ICeniatns of the Murdered 


President of Franco 


•McUlb«C.pliM »d Are Taken to

P*ms,Juoe 20.— The funeral train 


bearing the remains of the murdered 
president of the republic arrived here 
:it4:10a.m. Tlie prefect of the Seine

•ier, the military ,-overnor of Paris, 
with his atalT, mot the body at the 
station, which was heavily draped.

The casket WM placed In a hearse in

Holonel Chamoin, and escorted to the 
Elysee palace, followed by five car- 
riagw, Including a landau, which WM 
occupied by Mrae.
